By this unhappy change, man so sepa- 
rated himself from his Creator, that the 
immediate influence, heretofore his whole 
happiness, lost its efficacy, and, therefore, 
the All-merciful God, condescended to ad- 
dress Himself to His creatures, in another 
way.. 

A corrupt will is farther removed from 
the Divine life, than a perverted under- 
standing. Hence, Divine precepts, in na- 
tural and external language, suited to the 
fallen nature of man, were presented to his 
understanding, which, when received and 
cherished there, become the happy means 
er elevating the affections of his will, from 
earthly to heavenly things; and just in 
proportion as this elevation is effected, 
man approaches his original state. 

Agreeable to this order of Divine Pro- 
vidence, all nations, in every age of the 
world, have possessed some kind of exter- 
nal Religion, which has tended, in some 
way or other, to direct their worship to 
the Great Supreme, and to inspire them 
with feelings of charity and good will to- 
wards each other. Therefore, while the

ornament, to the house. I advise you not 
to look through them at every object that 
passes, and to shut them early at night, as 
many disagreeable circumstances happen 
through the neglect of this particular ; but 
you may open them as early as you please 
in the morning. On each side I discover 
a small portal to receive company ; pray 
take care they do not always stand open, 
as they will be crowded with visitors, and 
with some you do not like ; never let them 
be shut agaist your parents, your real 
friends, and supplicating distress. I took 
notice of one gate at the front, at which all 
your company go out; I recommend to 
you, in general, to keep it close barred, 
lest if any bad character should be forth- 
coming, you draw scandal on your resi- 
dence. When you do open it, I would 
lay an injunction of watchfulness on the 
two porters who stand as centinels, in live- 
ries of scarlet, just without the ivory pali- 
sade. Some ill-advised persons paint the 
pannels just below the windows, which I 
hope you will never do. This part of the 
edifice is supported by a pillar comparable 
to Corinthian marble ; beneath is the great 
hall, in which I understand you have a 
small cabinet of exquisite workmanship ;

as Well as retire secretly to yoursel{f—be 
careful to keep it clear. The tenement 
you inhabit is subject to decay, both of 
beauty and of strength; during the little 
time you have already been in it, repaii's 
have frequently been wanting. These you 
may consider as plain indications that. in 
a certain number of years, the house itseli 
must fall. You are only a tenant at will, 
and may be turned out with or without 
warning ; be always ready, therefore, to 
go ata moment’s warning, and be particu- 
cular to keep the furniture of the glebula:

One thing I would observe, 
that when you quit the house, no other 
tenant wili inhabit it, but it will be in waste 
and ruins—yet the proprietor will, some- 
time or other, rebuild it for your reception, 
and so refined and modified, that it will be 
liable to no accident or decay, as it will be 
reared in a new place. IT Heartily wish it 
may be in a finer country, under a milder 
climate, and well sheltered from all storms ; 
then will your situation be happy and ho- 
nourable, and your lease will never expire.

THE CHINESE. 

The exalted representations of the empire 
and inhabitants of China, communicated to 
the Europeans by the early Jesuit Mission- 
aries, are universally acknowledged to be 
too highly coioured in toto. These erro- 
neous views proceeded partly from too im- 
plicit a reliance upon the statements of the 
Chinese themselves ; but it may very safely 
be ailowed without incurring the charge of 
excessive credulity, that these degcriptions 
of the relatively improved state of China, 
were by no means so devoid of foundation, 
at the time when they were made, as they 
must appear at the p-esent day. Most of 
tuem wee written from about the middle 
of the 16th, to the middle of the 17th cen- 
tury. 

While the use of silk was introduced as 
2 curiosity by the sovereigns of France and 
England, the peasaptry of China was en 
tircly clothed with that elegant manufacture. 
Wien the nobility of England were sleep- 
ing ov beds of straw, those of China were 
reposing upon silken maitrasses. While 
the European ladies bod skewers. ins‘cad of 
pins, and iad not even a conception.of the 
present appendages of the toilet, the Chi- 
nese fair had their needle work, paint box- 
es, and trinkets of ivory, silver, mother of 
pearl, &c. When the art of improving ve- 
getables by culture was scarcely known in 
Envope, the Empire of China was compa- 
ratively a garden. The first missionaries 
were powerfully impressed with these 
views, and spoke of them in the most glow- 
ing language. 

lt is unquestionable, however, that the 
more the Europeans have had opportunities 
of personal observation, and the more they 
have been made acquainted with the state of 
things in China, the more have proofs accu- 
muated of the inferiority of this boasted 
and boasting people, in these very respects 
invwhich they were most extolled. Enough 
is now ascertained respecting their state and 
habits, to warrant the conclusion, that they 
are but little advanced in civilization, be- 
yond the infancy of what is called agricul- 
tural society ; and that when compared with 
the nations of Europe at this moment, they 
can only be said in the words of Mr. Bar- 
row, “ to be great in trifles, while they are 
trifling in every thing that is great.”— 
“ Their letters, if we may so call them, are 
mere symbols of ideas. Their philosophy 
seems yet in so rude a state, as hardly to 
deserve that appellation, They have no 
ancient monuments, from which their ori- 
gin can be traced even by plausible conjec- 
ture. Their sciences are wiolly exotic, | 
and their mechanic arts, have nothing in 





them characteristic of any particular fa-

PARTICULARS 

Of the arrest and commitment of the Mail Robbers. 
Mr. Stokes, one of the mail contractors, return 
ed to the city last evening, and furnishes the fol- 
lowing interesting account of bis proceedings in 
this important matter. He left the city yesterday 
morning with Mr. George Bartol, and being joined 
at the place where the robbery occurred, by Mr. 
Rouse, they went with the shirt, which was found 
in the coad, to the Iron Forges on the Gunpowder. 
It was immediately identified by Mr. Tucker, the 
manager, as belonging to one of the forgemen 
named Emmonheiser, and tbe party at once pro- 
ceeded {o his house for the purpose of arresting 
him. He denied all knowledge of the robbery, 
and expressed great willingness to go with them. 
It being known that another of the forgemen, 
named Moore, boarded with Emmonheiser, he 
was asked for. He was said to be sick and 
unable to come out; but when the party showed 
a determination to enter the house, he came for- 
ward. They were both afrested and taken to the 
house of the manager. While Emmonheiser was 
undergoing an examination by a magistrate, Moore 
was sent out of theroom. While Mr. Stokes was 
talking to Moore, he saw that his vest was button- 
ed up rather closely—on pulling aside a black silk 
handkerchiet, which appeared to be arranged with 
care to cover his breast, he saw the marks of blood 
on Moore’s shirt. On further examination it was 
ftoand he was wounded badly in the breast with six 
or seven buckshot. Finding himself thus detect- 
ed, he immediately made « full + onfession of the

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DARING ROBBERY GF THE MAIL.

The mail was on its way from the 
east of Baltimore, and at the place above men 

tioned was arrested in iis progress by a fence 
which had been erected across the road. The 
night was dark, but the lamps of the carriage 
showed to the guard and driver the nature of the 
obstruction, and at once led them to anticipate its 
object. We fearn from the guard that when use 
mail was thus stopped, he saw four men, and three 
being near each other, he fired his blunderbuss 
among them. They instantly uttered loud yelling 
shouts, and two of the robbers came up to the 
carriage, one on each side of it. The guard then 
seized his pistols and discharged them at the 
men, but he believes neither of them took effect. 
The robbers then advanced to the carriage, and 
seized the guard and the driver. The guard was 
struck across ihe head with a pistol with which 
one of the ruffians was armed, and the blow de- 
prived him, for a short time, of his serses. The 
driver, being a stout active man, jumped from the 
carriage, and after a scuffle with two of the rob- 
bers who had seized on him, he finally made his 
escape from them and got off unhurt, although a 
shot was fired after him. 

The guard was taken about thirty yards from 
the carriage, where the ruffian who had first struck 
him, stood over him with a pistol presented to his 
breast. The villain asked the guard why he had

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The reader will find below three documents of 
great interest ; the first is a letter of the 11th of 
May, from the Count de Montijo, to the Count 
d‘Abisbal, calling upon him to declare himself 
independent until the King shall be released, and 
asserting that ‘to put in practice the Constitu- 
tion of 1822 is physically and morally impossible ;” 
the other is the answer of Count d‘Abisbal, dated 
the 15th. declaring “that the majority of the 
nation does not desire to continue the Constitu- 
tion of 1822,” and suggesting the adoption of 
the following measures, viz : 

1. To notaty to the Duke D‘Angouleme that the 
Spanish natigm, in concurrence with the King, 
would alter their Constitution. 

2. To bring back the King to Madrid, 

3. ‘To convoke a new Cortes. 

4, That the King should nominate a new Minis- 
try. 
5. That a general Amnesty should be publish. 
ed. The substance of this letter was placarded 
through Madrid on the 16th of May, and on the 
17th the Count Abisbal issued a Proclamation, 
exhorting the inhabitants fo receive the French army 
as Friends ! 

The Quotidienne, speaking of this news, adds, 
that the Southern province of La Mancha is in 
full insurrection against the Constitution; that 
Ferdinand is expected shortly at Madrid, and that 
Abishal is believed to have acted in concert with 
the Generals Morillo and Ballasteros. One thing 
is very evident, whether the war be brought to a 
close in consequence of this turn of affairs, as the 
London papers all predict, or not, there has been 
a lamentable want of something in the Spanish 
cabinet—they have certainly shown more energy 
in writing than fighting. 

The French entered Madrid on the 23d of May, 
and the Duke d’Angouleme on the morniug of the 
24th. Some of the accounts assert that Abisbal 
had been deprived of his command by his indig- 
nant soldiers, snd that Gen. Lagos has been fap 
pointed in his place. This statement though con- 
firmed by the fact, that a General of that nam, 
headed the Constitutionalists in the defeat of -Bes- 
sieres and in the evacuation of the Capital, is con- 
tradicted by the Journals des Debates. 

here has been no battle in Catalonia, but, al 
though Mina has retreated before the French: be 
yond Barcelona, yet the intelligence trom the army 
of Moncey, discloses no particular advantages that 
have been obtained by bim in that province.— 
Wherever the French divisions pursue Mina, as 
sourier says, they are surprised to find him, 
like Px pe’s North, a little farther onwards. The 
iitention of the French is te hem him in on thre 
sides, and shut bim up iw Barcelona. where they 
would besiege him. 

The Spanish officers at Corunna, on the 
2d of Mav, officially announced, in the most 
pompous manne7, the airival there, of 51 
Wilson. The bulletin is headed 
“Drom and VeELrarpe—Constitution or 
Death.”’ The foregoing intelligence 1s a 
fine comment upon this patriotic text. 

in a letter to his constituents, Sir Rob- 
ert Wilson announces his arrive] in Spain 
and the cordial welcome with which he was 
received. On the following day he was to 
enter the ranks as a private grenadier, leav- 
ing it for the government to dispose of him 
afterwards as they pleased. 

It is now generally understood that the 
Greeks wil! only consent to negociate with 
the Porte, upon the acknowledged basis of 
their full and entire Independence. 

The Turks are making formidable pre- 
parations for a Jast effort upon Greece, bot! 
by land and sea. Their fleet, about to sail, 
amount to 100 vessels. ‘The Greeks, it is 
said, are prepared to meet them. ‘Fhey 
have 88 shijts, besides 20 fine ships, with 
which they make tremendous havoc. 

With regard to the affairs of Persia, no- 
thing can be said with precision, as the ne- 
gociations are far from being concluded. 

The dates from Constantinople, are to 
the 30th of April. On the 22d, the arul- 
lery announced the birth of a new imperial 
Prince. Since ther, all the mosques and 
minarets have been illuminated. 

The British Ambassador, Lord Strang- 
ford, is using his best endeavours with the 
covernment of the Porte to effect an ac- 
commodation, but, it is said, the Porte de- 
clines the proffered mediation. 

Ireland is still ravaged by the atrocities 
of the insurgents. The Dublin editors be- 
gin to recommend martial law, instead of 
the slow process of Courts.

NESS. 

An interesting paper of this subject has been 
lately published by Da.

We presume our readers are aware, that 
mouldiness is occasioned by minute vegetables. 
Sink, paste, leather, and seeds, are the substances 
that mos‘ frequently suffer from it. The effect of 
cloves in ink is well known; any of the per- 
fumed oils answer equally well. Leather may be 
kept free from mould by the same substances. 
Thus Russian leather, which is perfiumed with the | 
tar of birch, never becomes mouidy; indeed it 

revents it from occurring in other bodies. <A 
Few drops of any perfumed oil, are sufficient also 
to keep books entirely free from it. For harness, 
oil of turpentine is recommended. Seeds may 
also be preserved by the essential oils; and this | 
is of great consequence, whicn they are to be sent 
‘to a distance; of course moisture must be ex- | 
cluded as much as possible, as the oils prevent | 
only the bad effects of mould.
